The. French Government. ia negotiat- 
ing with J. &..Mofgan.& Co. and ‘asso- 
seilated bankers for plating in-this coun- 
try.a compréhensive new loan, out. of 
ithe proceeds of which payment “will be 
made for both Govern and commer- 
cial purchases. Gossip inthe. financial 
district. has it. that discussions are 
turning on a credit of about $200,000,000; 
but no amount’ has teen agreed upon 
nor has the form which the loan wit 
take been decided. 

Octave Homberg, the financial ‘repre- 
sentative of the French. Government 
in this country, said’ yesterday that it 
was true, as he said.somé weeks ago, 
that no negotiations had. then been en- 
tered into, and that there had accord- 
ingly been no délays in the matter. He 
said the French Government's finances, 
as regards obligations due in the United 
States, had ‘always been in-a comfort- 
able position; and that there waa no 
haste necessary now. in agreeing, upon 
terms. From the French Government's 
share of the $480,000,000 raised by 
means of the Anglo-French loan there 
remains. unexpended bétween $30,000,000 
and $40,000,000, and Mr. Homberg. said 
that his Government had various. other 
means for providing cash: in the United 
States as it is needed. Most important 
among these is the -sale of American 
securities owned in France, which has 
been going on steadily for a long time: 

He also said that his Government had 
at no time been concerned in the. move- 
ments’ of exchange on Paris and had 
used-no° artificial means to keep the 
price of francg_up. The recent. Weak- 
ness was- due entirely, “he thought; to 
the break in the ‘rate of French. ex- 
change on London,. which directly. ef- 
fects a similar reduction at this centre.

The arrest on Wednesday of eight Ger-

Wilson is not yet ready to withdraw the 
American punitive expedition from Mex- 
ico, and the American forces are going 
ahead for the sole object of capturing 
Villa and dispersing his band. While 
no official announcement. was made to- 
day respecting the attitude of the Ad. 
ministration toward the suggestion from 
the Carranza de facto ‘Government that 
the troops should be withdrawn, the

official- quarters that the Pershing ex-| 
pedition would-remain in Mexico until 
its object had. been accomplished. 
When Secretary Lansing was asked 
whether this Government would be will-

President Wilson and his advisers can-

Secretary of State 
Lansing asserted late in the afternoon 
that there had-been no change of polity 
with respect “to: the stay of the expe- 
dition in ‘Mexico. ‘Secretary of War 
Baker reiterated this statement tonight 
and -eaid that no orders had. been sent 
to Major’ Gen. Funston calling for any 
change in. the original orders and - of-

MEXICO CITY, April 14, (via-Gatves- 
ton.)}—The ringing of the bélis of thé 
ancient Cathedral and other Catholic 
churches qt 11 o'clock this morning an- 
nouneed to the Mexican people “that 
First Chief Carranza and the members 
of his Cabinet. were entering the Na- 
tional Palace.

BRITISH DEFEAT TURKS) 
IN TIGRIS BA TILE’ 


Floods Which Hindered Advance 
’ Now Drive Ottomans from 
Trenches at Sannayyat. 
LONDON, April wi Noshent of the 


Turkish forces in Mesopotamia by the 
British was reported officiaNy today. 


In an engagement on the Tigris the’ 


Turks were driven back from one and 
one-half to three «miles. . Following is 
the text of the statement: 

General Lake reports that on the 
‘afternoon ‘of April ‘12° our ferces on 
the right, (south,) oank of the Tigris 
forced back the enemy’s advanced 
_lines over.a distance. varying from 
ohe and one-half to three miles. 

To do this we had to cross an in- 
undated ‘belt intersected by deep’ cuts, 
from 500 to 1,200 yards wide, extend- 
ing from the Tigris to the Umm-el- 
Brahm marsh. 

On the ‘eft bank water from the 
marshes has been driven by a. north- 
west gale into some: of the enemy's 
trenches ‘at Sannayyat. The enem 
was. heavily unished .as he too 
refuge from e flood in. the new 
position. : 

The announcement of the British vic- 
tory came at a time when the public 
was beginning to fear efforts to relieve 
the force of General Townshend at Knut- 
el-Amara were doomed to failure,-ow- 
ing to the check suffered by | his. re- 
lieving army a few days ago and diffi- 
cult. condition brought about by floods. 

Many military writers in England be- 
lieved the floods had made the relief 
of General Townshend almost: an im- 
possibility, but today’s official report 
shows. that, instead of hiridering the 
British, the high water has helped the 
forces of Lieut. Gen. veecd gy in a task 
which is ‘one of ‘the -most ficult that 
has been .undertaken by the British 
Army. Each mile the Turks are forced 
back makes ‘the British operations 
easier, for as they approach <Xut-el- 
Amara the Turks’ are compelled to de- 
fend a wider front.

Edward H. Huxley, President of the 
United. States Rubber Export Company 
of 1,790 Broadway, who arrived £ 
England yesterday on the. ‘American 
liner St. Paul, brought first-hand details 
of the torpedoing of the Channel steamer 
Sussex, being the first survivor of that 
“disaster: to ‘reach this country, When 
told: of admissions in’ the German note 
to the United States Mr. Huxley. said: 
“Tf Germany admits torpedoing a 

steamer near ‘that position on March 24 
in the Channel it will be.their undoing, 
because the Sussex was the drily vessel 
there at the time. If any vessel -had 
been torpedoed three or four miles away 
we would have heard the detonation 
and’ seen the craft attacked, for the 
day was clear-and the sea calm. It was 
quite possible to.see for fully six miles 
or more on the horizon, We remained 
on the after ‘part of the Sussex, drift- 
ing for nearly nine hours after she had 
been torpedoed, and had any vessel been 
in sight she would have come -to our 
assistance.’ 

With regard to the submarine com- 
mander’s statement that the vessel he 
sank was a long, black craft without a 
flag, having a gray funnei, small gray 
forward works and two high masts, Mr. 
Huxley said: °‘‘ It would be impossible 
to mistake the Sussex for a man of war. 
She had a black hull with white super- 
structure atid buff-colored funnels. She 
also had cabins on her decks. aft, which 
were plainly discernible. When the tor- 
pedo struck her the Sussex was flying 
the French flag at her stern. The 
bridge. was about 90 feet from her bow, 
or a third of the ship's length. 

“ T°was sitting on the port side of the 
deck a few feet on the after side of the 
bridge with Francis E. Drake, our Lon- 
don manager, when there was a terrific 
explosion apparently. from the starboard 
side, which blew away the forward part 
of the steamer and lied or drowned 
all the passengers and crew on that 
side. The first Tees ge that was low- 
ered capsized before it struck the water 
and twenty out of twenty- -five occu- 
pants were drowned. Five other boats 
were lowered, which were all in a leaky 
condition, and the remainder of the 
passengers and crew embarked in them 
and they were rowed about 150 yards 
away from the hulk of the Sussex.

TEMPERAMENT AT VERDUN. 

That the German General: Staff 
grossly underestimated the power of 
defense at Verdun has been dem- 
onstrated.. That the German military 
mind scornfully misundergtands the 
very nature of defensive fighfing is 
now « tenable thesis... “In regard ‘to 
trench warfare,” wrote General von 
Bese.zr,. the famous Gérman” mili- 
tary authority, “ there is on¢ principle 
“that must never be relaxed. The 
“ transition to the. offensive must be 
“ constantly regarded as the sole ob- 
“jective of the future.” That might 
stand as tactics. But the psychology 
is added. “The fatal inclination to 
“ pile tier upon tier of défensive lihes 
“one after the other,” he continues, 
“can lead to- nothing but a luke- 
“warm defense. The soldier who, 
“from his first line: position, casts 
“furtive glances toward the rear and 
“thinks. of nothing but of how he 
“will succeed in reaching the second 
“line unharmed—that soldier is al- 
“ready half-defeated.” : 

The implication is that “if the 
soldier has defensivé lines behind him 
he will cast furtive glahcés back- 
ward, “The defender,” the writer 
says, ‘must never look behind him: 
“he must stand or fall by his posi- 
“ tion.” 

The French at Verdun. have .con- 
tradicted this theory at every point: 
They had tiers and tiers of defensive 
lines.. They did not-cast furtive looks 
behind them. They did not stand or 
fall by their first positions. In: 
they yielded ground to receive the 
impact, and at the same time main- 
tained a defense which as a moral 
and tactical achievement is without 
parallel in warfare. The Gérman 
temperament may . require the in- 
toxication of an offensive attitude, 
The Frenth temperament doés ‘not: 

Both the German General Staff and 
the German public. were -led- astray 
by the initial gaifis, from the. first 
terrific shock. - At ‘the capture of 
Fort Douaumont the military ‘critic 
of the Berlin Gazette said: .“ The 
“hardest step in’ conquéring a fort- 
“regs is the: first break through <the 
“outer circle of forts. In all the 
“French and Russian fortresses at- 
“tacked by us the storming of ‘the

The sole way to avold results bur- 
densome to the State and disastrous ‘to 
the city, as the Mayor says, is to bring 
an overwhelming weight of public sen- 
timent to bear upon the Legislature to 

reduce the amount of the Gerieral: Ap- 
Propriation bill and the proposed spe- 
cial bills to-a total that can be carried 
by the existing or new revenues and 
yet grant the city ‘its equitable finan- 
cial relief. This could be done if the 
Legislature would repeal the iniquitous 
State aid law, avoid appropriations for 
local benefit, and exercise economy at 
all points. 

Unless this shall be done the Senate's 
passage of the Brown bills: will stand 
to the credit of Senators Brow and 
Wane ahd the Sehators who sup- 
ported them, but must remain a futile 
farce so far as the effect upon the af- 
fairs of either State or city is con- 


cerned.

DR. FLEXNER’S NEW SCHOOL. 


Would He Train the Eye and Hand 
and Not the Mind? ” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As viewed from the. altitude of. the 
Litchfield Hills in Connecticut, Dr.-Fiex- 
ner’s “modern school ’’ seems about as 
ridiculous as Mr. Churchill's “‘ mediaeval 
pedants."" Imagine, for instance, . ae 
achool teacher in one of New York's east 
Side schools taking her class out to study 
“‘nature.”” Whither shall she go? To 
the Bowery or to Baxter-Street? The 
trees that grow there, the flowers that 
bloom there, the birds that build their 
nests there, the insects.that-fiy about the 


electric tighta-thére -will- al give won-- 


derful -opportunities fo@ studying ‘‘nat- 
ure.”’ ‘Or gehall- the several hundred 
thousand school-children make daily ex- 


cursions to Central Park, -where they’ 


may pick the flowers, tear the shrub- 
bery to pieces, climb the trees, and over- 
run the lawns? Perchance Dr. Flexner 
would have the children report each 
morning at Bronx Park, where they 
might study “nature "’ to their heart? 
content. 

When the children hore learned all they 
can in the’ Bowery, or. Baxter Street, in 
Central Park, or Bronx Park, will they 
then have acquired mental power beyond 
the ordinary. increment of the adolescent 
period? -Will they make more intelligent 
citizens, business.men, doctors, lawyers, 
or even manual laborers? If the major- 
ity of New York's fathers and mothers 
think so, then by all means Jet the chil- 
dren get back to “ hature.’’ 

I feel presumptuous in opposing se 
eminent an authority as Dr. Flexner. It 
seems to me, however, that he overldoks 
that very essential part”of man calied 
the mind. If we are goifig to train. the 
eye, the ear; the hands only; then let a 
child go to the flowers, the birds, or the 
workbench, but if we are going to train 
the mind we must turn to language and 
literature, to philosophy, mathematics, 
and science. . 

Since the time of Pope, at least, ‘’ the 
proper study of mankind ts man.’’ Some 
there be who still believe this true. And 
where can one. best study ‘‘ man ’’ tf not 


in the literature of all ages? If you say 


there is. no ‘‘ man” in mathematics, let 
me ask you if the ete trains for a 
supreme event - by playing ttddlede- 
winks? 

So great a man as Mr. Thomas A. Eidi- 
son @ few years ago maintained that 
moving pictures would become the great | 
means of education, As well say that a 
football. coach will round his team into | 
champtonship form by showing then 
moving pictures of previous games.

What One Banker Thinks. 

The question of a break with Germany 
was. much discussed yesterday. One 
international banker, when asked for

Kenneth Collins, Passing Burn- 
ing Building, Runs to Res- 
cue Miss Ludwig. 


FALLS OFF THE FIRE ESCAPE 


Bride Finds Her Husband Dying in 
the Hospital After Blaze in 
an Apartnient House. 


Hurt in rescuing an aged .woman, 
whom he saw. hesitating on a fire és- 
cape while smoke and flames were 
pouring from the baserient of an apart- 
ment house at 453-455-457 Columbus 
Avenue, early last night, Kerineth B. Col- 
lins of 225 West Eightieth Street, head 
of the firm of:Colins & Aikman, up- 
holsterers, of 135 Fifth Avenue, died in 
Knickerbocker Hospital a few hours 
later. He was injured when he plunged 
headlong one story to the street, borne 
by the weight of the drop ladder which 
he was trying to adjust, ‘so as to get 
the woman to the street. 

Mr. Collins wag passing the building 
when he saw smoke “pouring from the 
basement, and, looking up, observed 
Miss Sarah Ludwig, who lives on the 
third floor, hesitating on the fire escape. 
He called to her to stay where she was 
and then rushed through the house to 
the ladder, where she was. Mrs. Moiloy, 
a relative of Miss’. Ludwig, also at- 
tempted to go down the fire escape, but 
she waited for firemen. Mr. Colling 
threw a brown bag, whieh he carried, 
to the street and sent his hat down 
after it. Then he carried Miss Ladwig 
safely to the sécond floor. 

He found that the ladder which was 
to let them down to the. street was too 
heavy, and in trying to place it he lost 
his balance and fell. e was carried 
unconscious to a drug store on the cor- 
ner of Bighty-sixth Street, and an am- 
bulance was summoned. Dr. Frascola 
rushed him to Knickerbocker Hospital, 
where it was found that he had a com- 
pound fracture of the. skull and left 
shoulder, He died at 10:55 o'clock, At 
his bedside yhen he died was his bride 
of a few months. Collins was 30 years 
old. Miss Ludwig, when she saw Col- | 
lins fall, became hysterical and entered 
a window of the second rs She was; 
assisted to the street by a policeman. . | 

Just. what caused the fire is unknown. 
The basement and street floor of the 
Columbus Aventie side of the six-story 
building were gutted.
